.Since coming tct Clay City ten 
yours ago the whiskey people of 
this town have treated better 
than the church people. They 
are MtWNtf, generous, obliging 
and courteoua. They have made 
no effort to debauch the writer, 
have never invited us to their place 
of business, neither have wp ever 
been invited by any individual 
in this length of lime to take a 
drink of liquor. We have tried 
to live a discreet, and sober life, 
and no whiskey man has tried to 
divert us from our path. After 
all, it is then with the man. But 
then again, all men are not alike. 
But few men can resist the temp- 
tation of the evil of drink when 
set before them, and particularly 
is this the case with the t O UItg 
men. Then away with the temp- 
tation; away with the business. 
The further away is the influence 
of evil the less liable we are to 
become contaminated with evil. 

Powell county will vote Sept. 
Mill on the question of whether 
or not liquor shall be sold in the 
county. Now is the time to re- 
move the inducements ; to remove 
the temptations of those men 
who cannot resist it, and our 
boys. There are hundreds of 
drinking men who vote against 
liquor to get the curse away 
from them. They do this be- 
cause prohibition, if not always, 
does sometimes prohibit. 

They tell you with local option 
The law is violated and whiskey 
is consumed just the same. The 
liquor laws are violated now ten 
times to where they are violated 
once in local option territory. 
Every time a minor gets a drink 
of liquor the law is violated; ev- 
ery time more than a gallon of

; places is compelled to say the li- 
quor laws are violated on the ac- 

; count of liquor being sold Bin 

I no less than one hundred times a 
day. Do you think it could be 
worse under local option con- 
trol? 

The saloon men of Clay City do 
not make all of these violations. 
Most of them aim lo pretty close- 
ly observe I he law but they cannot 
prevent a man from getting liquor 
and giving it toa boy. Their idea 
is to do business, and not follow 
up their liquor to that it is 
rightfully used. When they sell 
live gallon! of liquor to a man as 
they have a right to do, they 
cannot see that it illegally drunk ; 
they cannot follow it up and see 
that it is not taken out of town 
into local option territory and 
there used to make men drunk, 
and where these men gil along 
the public highways, cursing, 
hollowing and shooting, nuking 
life to peaceable citizens a mis- 
ery, causing women and children 
restless hours at night! in some 
homes, ,.nd hungry mouths in the 
homes of some of those who do 
the cursing and shooting. They 
do not attempt to see that the 
liquor they sell is uot purchased 
indirectly for inebriates. Then 
we see the saloon man may not 
violate the law. in his sales, and 
yet the law after these sales are 
legally made be violated in hun- 
dreds of other ways.
